Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed December 20, 201 1 , with respect to 
claims 1 , 5 and 9 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
September 20, 201 1 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious a layer 
absorbing radiation in a wavelength range that includes wavelength greater than the 
wavelength A 0 ; and wherein the semiconductor body corresponds to a PIN diode 
structure as recited in claims 1 , 5 and 9 along with all the other limitations of the 
claims. .
